Uncle Sam’s fighting men tn 
the Hawaiian Islands are “itch¬ 
ing to get a crack at the Japs 
or any other Axis soldiers,” ac¬ 
cording to Harvey H. Steinberger 
of 48 S. SunnysiUe ave., just back 
from a little more than a year’s 
stay in Honolulu where he was 
engaged on several government 
construction projects and lived 
and worked with men of the arm¬ 
ed forces. 

“Morale of the many thous¬ 
ands of soldiers, sailors and ma¬ 
rines is remarkable,” said Mr. 
Steinberger on his arrival home 
Monday morning. “They are all 
Impatient and eager to get into 
the fighting and get it over with 
as soon as possible. They are al¬ 
most wishing that the NipswouKI 
try another attack on Honolulu. 
And what a recoption they would 
get this time. We are really pre¬ 
pared now. Between the military 
installations and equipment and 

« he fighting spirit of the men 1 
elieve the islands are impreg¬ 
nable.’ • 

The islands are teemmg with ^ 
activity--everywheie, Steinberger 
says, and he believes it will be 
many years after peace is de¬ 
clared before they return to their 
peace-time status as a vacation- 
land. Gunnery practice never 
ceases and the sky is dotted with 
scouting and training planes. Ev¬ 
eryone is on the alert and there 
is a tense feeling in the air, 
though the populace feels abso¬ 
lutely secure. 

“Food is more plentiful than it 
seems to be here,” says Stein¬ 
berger, "and the only really 
scarce item, outside of construc¬ 
tion materials for civUians, is 
liquor. It is at a premium and 
whiskey when available brings 
$25 a quart. The iimited supply 
of beer is really vile; but when 
a saloon or cafe gets a supply, 
there is a long waiting line at 
the door that soon exhausts it. 
No one is permitted to have more 
than two drinks. 

“There is a total blackout ev¬ 
ery night, and I mean total. If 
there is the faintest ray of light 
escaping^ a dwelling or business 
house a military policeman is 
right on the Job. You spend the 

• night behind the bars and in the 
morning draw a fine of any¬ 
where from $100 to $300. Every¬ 
one knows this. There is no fa¬ 
voritism or escape and that very 
fact causes the regulation to be 
more closely observed, as it does 
with all laws and military regu¬ 
lations. 

"■Martial law on the islands 
may seem a little severe but I do 
not see how they would get 
along without it-—certainly not 
nearly as well. AH regulations 
are strictly and fearlessly en¬ 
forced and penalties promptly im¬ 
posed. And some of the penal¬ 
ties are pretty stiff. That all 
makes for law and order. No 
one without a mighty good rea¬ 
son is allowed on the streets 
after 10 o’clock at night. The 
Japs never venture out after 
dark; I don’t believe that in the 
more’ than a year that 1 was 
there I saw a Jap after sundown. 
They are more afraid of the ven¬ 
geful Filipinos than of the mili¬ 
tary and are taking no chances 
after dark.” 

Mr. Steinberger left for Hono¬ 
lulu just a little more than a 
month after the attack on Pearl 
Harbor. During his stay he met 
^^ny Sierra Madreans .including 
^Hh.mer City Engineer Sam Gra- 
^^m, now a U. S. civil service 
employe with the Army engi¬ 
neers. He frequently met Rem¬ 
ington Stone of this city who has 
a very imp<jrtant government as¬ 
signment and until Capt. Claire 
Langley left for the Southwest 
■Pacific they frequently dined to¬ 
gether. He also brought back 
best wishes from Mrs. Hope Ba- 
monl to old ifrieds here. Mrs. 
Ramoni is a former Sierra Madre 
school nurse and is now a health 
officer of the Territorial school 
district.

— there’ll be no bounty, because 
the government’s finances will be 
in just as bad shape as that of 
any 4 )f its citizens. And you can’t 
get blood out of a turnip. 

That’s a hard-boiled statement, 
perhaps, but it’s a truthful state¬ 
ment— and one that every farm¬ 
er, every business man, every 
professional man and every mem¬ 
ber of labor should read now and 
act on before it is too late. To 
many who suffered from priva¬ 
tion and insecurity during the de¬ 
pression, the war has brought 
“good times” and the first fat 
salary checks in years. And 
many, unfortunately, are spend¬ 
ing it as they get it, with no 
thought for tomorrow, despite the 
lean period of a few years back. 
Some, perhaps, think that when 
the slump comes, they can go 
back on relief and it is that 
kind of thinking which desperate¬ 
ly needs correcting, if many 
human tragedies are to be 
averted. For when this war has 
ended, the well will have run 
dry. And those who can’t provide 
lor themselves will go nungry, nt 
matter how much their govern¬ 
ment may want to help them.

will do us good to read it, for 
the American people have urgent 
need to retire their debts now 
and to practice rigid frugality, if 
tragic and chaotic conditions are 
to be averted when the “war 
boom” is suddenly ended. 

The United SUtes has started 
the New Year with a colos.sal 
public debt of 100 billion dollars 

nearly twice what it was a 
year ago. 

'The first year of this war has 
cost us approximately 46 billion 
dollars -more than the total cost 
of our participation in World 
War I. 

And staggering as this appears, 
the amounts already spent will be 
dwarfed by the amounts about to 
be spent. 

Budget" officials bluntly esti¬ 
mate that we will spend 78 billion 
dollars during the first six 
months of 1943. And no one has 
even dared to estimate what the 
last half of the year may cost us. 

Billions, paradoxically, are so 
big that they aren’t imperative 
to the average man or woman, 
for the individual .being unac¬ 
customed to dealing in such as¬ 
tronomical sums, reads them us¬ 
ually with little realization of 
what they represent. 

Translated into human terms, 
our war debt - just the pVesent 
one, without the vast additions 
that will be made before the war 
is ended— equals a debt of $743.82 
for each man, woman and child.

The gruelling hardships that 
the women of Japan are under¬ 
going to win the war their coun¬ 
try began against us, make our 
own .sacrifices look pretty small 
indeed, says the State Council 
of Defense. 

It is the meek little women of 
Japan, whose submissiveness con¬ 
trasts so strikingly with the ar¬ 
rogance of their men, who are 
really carrying the burden on the 
h.jine front. 

Civilian defen.se fire-fighting 
.sciuads, ilor in.stance, are almost 
entirely comixjsed of women. Mil¬ 
lions of Japanese women have 
been training in these squads tor 
more than four years. Without 
ladders, they can .scale walls like 
monkeys, clamber up ropes on the 
walls of high-storied buildings 
ciierate emergency water pumps 
and take them apart to make re¬ 
pairs. They can carry the wound¬ 
ed down fire truck ladders 
through blinding smoke. 

Their training, unlike our own 
civilian defen.se ‘'incident" prac¬ 
tice, has not been theorectical. 
They were taught to subdue real 
bombs thrown into the streets 
from army trucks by the military. 
Many Japanese women have lost 
their lives in this sort of ‘‘prac¬ 
tice” for real warfare. 

Came the American bombing 
on Tokyo. We have it from Rob¬ 
ert Bellaire, former United Press 
correspondent in Tokyo, who was 
in the capital city when the Doo¬ 
little boys came over, that it was 
these women fire-fighting squads 
who brought the fires from the 
incendiaries under control within 
a few hours.
